OF  COUNSELLING.*, 

The  fourth  of  our  current  ^ series  is  in  the  nature  of  a comment  on 
article  which  appeared  previously.  In  a few  paragraphs  Don  Derse 
set  forth  some  freshmen *s  picture  of  a counselor  as  discovered  through 
g few  leading  questions.  Mike  Rotberg  finds  it  meet  to  heap  praise 
upon  perfection,,, 

I was  very  glad  to  see  D,  Derse’s  article  in  a recent  issue  of 
the  Pricked  Ear  (2/23)  delineating  the  prospective  Gryphons’  picture 
of  an  ideal  counselor.  The  perfect  Gryphon,  as  you  recall,  is  one  that 
maintains  a 3.0  average,  while  consistently  having  dates  and  attending 
athletic  events.  These  are  obviously  excellent  standards  upon  which 
to  judge  a person  of  quality.  The  only  equivocal  implication  I could 
discover  is  whether  dates  should  be  included  at  athletic  events,  or 
are  they  in  a separate  social  realm?

shopping  extravaganzas,  card  games,  spear  fishing, wholesome  young 
peoples’  activities,  doctor’s  appointments,  visits  to  date  bureaus, 
prison  executions,  etc. 

In  short,  I commend  the  mature  attitude  of  our  future  counselors, 
who  are  fully  aware  of  that  necessary  social  resource,  the  date. 

Dates  are  especially  convenient  commodities  at  a party:  for  dancing 

partners,  for  exchange  of  small  talk,  for  mutual  dropping  and ^shovel- 
ing of  names,  for  looking  like  the  zenith  of  having-a-great-time 
happiness,  for  tapping  their  feet  to  that  wild  sound,  and  ^ for  openly 
displaying  all  those  other  party  qualities.  The  implication  of  the 
date  institution  is  definitely  far-reaching. 

A further  virtue  of  cur  serious-thinking  applicants  is  the  dis- 
tinctly American  recognition  of  the  necessarily  rounded  character  of 
a good  counselor.  What  possibly  could  be  more  intellectually  broaden- 
ing than  appearances  (en  masse)  at  sporting  events?  The  new  Gryphons 
join  with  many  current  members  in  the  mature  cognizance  that  any  sin- 
cere enjoyment  of  life  cannot  reasonably  preclude  the  fascinating 
atmosphere  of  a perspiration-filled  athletic^contest.  I,  sirs,  am  ^ 
speaking  of  the  abiding  virtue  of  enthusiastic  devotion  to  one  of 
life’s  most  significant  offerings.  Our  future  Gryphons  fortunately

The  high  correlation  hetweon  Valentinos 
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vest  to  counselors.  As  you  recall  we  had  taken  the  average  number 
f valentines  per  man  per  section  and  correlated  this  with  the  grade 
verage  the  section.  Of  course  this  average  includes  men  who  have 
bigh  as  well  as  low  measured  ability,  men  with  the  entire  range  of 
^rive  as  regards  academic  matters — in  short  the  numbers  do  not  take 
•nto  account  all  the  variables  which  are  important  in  valentines  any 
ore  than  the  section  averages  reflect  all  the  factors  which  influence 
man*s  grade  average.  However,  despite  those  considerations  we 
^ight  use  the  data  we  have  to  describe  a fictional  "average  man",  whose 
^rade  average  is  predicted  within  limits  by  the  number  of  hours  of 
valentines  he  received.  I made  a crude  beginning  at  this  by  fitting 
^ straight  line  through  the  scatter  diagram  for  the  correlation  between 
^ection  grades  and  average  number  of  hours  of  valentines  per  man.  Ex- 
trapolation of  this  line  suggested  intercept  points  for  which  there 
2 no  data.  The  results  are  shown  in  tabular  form  below.

Clearly  the  biggest  errors  will  occur  in  extremes, 
average  the  correspondence  agrees  more  closely. 

Perhaps  a better  way  to  Improve  our  predictions  about  how  valen- 
tiners  will  do  is  to  take  advantage  of  the  F-P  ratios  that  we _ computed 
a couple  of  weeks  ago.  These  ratios  may  be  considered  as  "weights 
which  reflect  different  probabilities  of_failing  or  passing  a _ course 
in  which  a valentine  is  received.  One  simple  way  to  do  this  is  to 
multiply  the  number  of  hours  in  the  course  by  the  F-P  ratio  for  that 
course.  This  is  done  for  ten  freshman  courses  shown  below.
